to ld they are o v erq u alified fo r 
emp lo y men t. 
“Altho u g h this admin istratio n 


will n o t make p ro mises it can ­ 
n o t keep ,” he said. “I do wan t 
to p ledg e o n e thin g to y o u here 
an d n o w: I will do ev ery thin g 
in my p o wer to brin g edu catio n 
an d emp lo y ers to g ether in a 
n ew climiate o f credibility — 
an atmo sp here in which u n iv er­ 
sities tu rn scho lars o u t an d em­ 
p lo y ers tu rn them o n .” 
Fo rd said the Labo r Dep art­ 
men t so o n will an n o u n ce a n ew 
p ro g ram o f g ran ts to state an d 
lo cal g o v ern men ts “to p ro v ide 
data o n o ccu p atio n s av ailable 
an d to help chan n el p o ten tial 
emp lo y es in to p o sitio n s which 
are n o t o n ly p erso n ally satis­ 
fy in g bu t fin an cially reward­ 
in g .” 
He also said he has asked the 
secretaries o f labo r an d o f 
health, edu catio n an d welfare 
to rep o rt to him o n “n ew way s

20 n u mbers drawn in the fo u r weeks sin ce the in stan t 
wealth o f the lo ttery has beco me p art o f the Illin o is way o f 
life. 
I kn o w what y o u ’re thin kin g —fo rg et abo u t the chicken 
feed an d g et o n to the bo n an za an d millio n aire g ames 
where the big mo n ey is. Well, a little p attern has dev el­ 
o p ed there to o . 
Twelv e n u mbers hav e been drawn in the fo u r bo n an za 
an d millio n aire g ames so far, an d n o t a sin g le 400 n u mber 
n o r an y n u mber abo v e 697 hav e been drawn . 
What are the best chan ces in the bo n an za an d millio n ­ 
aire drawin g s? Nu mbers in the 100s an d 200s seem to be 
best. Six o f the 12 n u mbers so far hav e been in the 100s o r 
200s. There hav e been two 300s, two 5 00s an d two 600s 
An d (cu rse the lu ck) ev ery ticket I’v e p u rchased so 
far has had either a 400,7 00,8 00 o r 900 n u mber o n it.

“We wo u ld like 
to u rg e an y o n e who has o n e o r 
thin ks they hav e o n e to retu rn 
it to the sto re where it was p u r­ 
chased to ask fo r his mo n ey 
back ” 
Callin g the lig ht a “death 
trap ,” Chief Ju dg e Geo rg e L. 
Hart o f U.S. District Co u rt p er­ 
so n ally telep ho n ed ex ecu tiv es 
o f the three n etwo rks to ask 
their help in p u blicizin g the 
warn in g . 
The ABC, CBS an d NBC tele 
v isio n n etwo rks sen t camera 
crews to film the demo n stra­ 
tio n . 
Wearin g an in su lated g lo v e, 
Simp so n p lu g g ed in o n e o f the 
hazardo u s lig hts an d to u ched it 
to a wo o den du mmy to demo n ­ 
strate what co u ld hap p en to a 
hu man u ser. A red lig ht rep re­ 
sen tin g the du mmy ’s heart 
shin ed brig htly , in dicatin g that

The so ft p lastic han dle p o ses a 
hazard by en ablin g a u ser’s 
han d to to u ch the metal elec­ 
trical recep tacles, p o ten tially 
cau sin g a fatal sho ck, the U.S. 
Co n su mer Pro du ct Safety Co m­ 
missio n has said. 
The g o v ern men t also is seek­ 
in g an o rder to halt fu rther p ro ­ 
du ctio n an d sale o f the lig ht. 
So me 18 6,000 hav e been so ld fo r 
abo u t $1.5 0 each, an d the g o v ­ 
ern men t has attribu ted the ac­ 
ciden tal electro cu tio n o f a Flo r­ 
ida man to the ap p lian ce. 
The A.K. Electric lig ht bears 
n o bran d n ame o r o ther iden ti­ 
fy in g mark to distin g u ish it 
fro m o ther tro u ble lig hts. 
Mat Lazaru s, sales man ag er 
o f A.K. Electric, said the lig ht 
was man u factu red fo r 25 y ears 


with a ru bber han dle, which 
was chan g ed to p lastic abo u t a 
y ear ag o . 
He said there are two side 
o u tlets o n the han dle where the 
u ser can p lu g in ap p lian ces. 
The g o v ern men t claims, he 
said, that if the u ser sq u eezes 
the han dle where the side o u t­ 
lets are, he ex p o ses the electric 
termin als in the o u tlets. 
“No bo dy in their rig ht min d 
wo u ld ho ld the lig ht in that 
fashio n o r sq u eeze it that way ,” 


Lazaru s said. 
He said the firm had o ffered 
to recall the lig hts an d issu e 
n ew u n its witho u t side o u tlets,

o wn u n derco v er Co mmu n ist Party . 
They hav e an n o u n ced that 8 % 
West Ban k Arabs hav e been imp ris­ 
o n ed Hereto fo re Israel alway s had 
co n ten ded that terro rism was the 
p ro du ct o f Palestin ian s who in fil­ 
trated acro ss the Sy rian an d Leba­ 
n o n bo rders. It is n o w ev iden t that it

Du rin g the Octo ber, 1973 Egy p t- 
Sy ria-Israel war, Co mmu n ist Party 
leader I^eo n id I. Brezhn ev had a bo ­ 
so m co mp an io n in Egy p t: Kremlin 
fav o rite Vladimir M. Vin o grado v , 
then So v iet ambassado r there. 
In the su bseq u en t So v iet disp u tes 
with Egy p tian Presiden t An war el- 
Sadat, which resu lted in Sadat’s 
rap p ro achmen t 
with

States, Brezhn ev withdrew Vin o - 
gran do v fro m Egy p t. As a slap at 
Sadat, the Kremlin rep laced him 
with a min o r So v iet dip lo mat. 
Vin o grado v is n o w n o min ally the 
So v iet’s chief rep resen tativ e at the 
in activ e Gen ev a co n feren ce fo r 
p eace in the Middle East. His o p p o ­ 
site n u mber o n the American side is 
able U.S. Ambassado r Ellswo rth 
Bu n k er. 
On May 4, 
1974 Vin o grado v , 
sp eak in g fo r Brezhn ev , attemp ted to 
den y o fficially Sadat’s an n o u n ce­ 
men ts that Ru ssia failed to giv e 
Egy p t adeq u ate military an d dip lo ­ 
matic su p p o rt in the Octo ber war. 
Vin o grado v stated: “At 3 :00 a.m. 
o n Oct. 2 0, 19 73, Chairman Brezhn ev 
telep ho n ed me in Cairo that he had 
o rdered 'p artial mo bilizatio n o f the 
So v iet armed fo rces an d had p re­ 
p ared sev en battalio n s to sen d to 
Egy p t.’ Actu ally , so me o f these bat­ 
talio n s started arriv in g in Cairo .” 
Egy p t’s p residen t shu t the do o r 
o n fu rther So v iet arm s deliv eries by 
his rap p ro achemen t with the Un ited 
States. Fu rther, bo th Secretary Kis­ 
sin ger an d Presiden t Nix o n stated 
that witho u t Sadat’s in flu en ce o n 
Sy rian Presiden t Hafez Assad the fi­ 
n ally achiev ed Sy rian cease-fire 
wo u ld hav e been imp o ssible. 
Bu t Egy p t has a p act with Sy ria 
that calls o n Egy p t to su p p o rt Sy ria 
if war co mes with Israel.

Un q u estio n ably , the Arab p etro ­ 
leu m-p ro du cin g co u n tries wo u ld re­ 
establish their o il embargo .

o p men t. The o ther is his deep en in g 
u n derstan din g o f the to tally in terde­ 
p en den t bio sp here, v ast bu t v u ln era­ 
ble, life-giv in g an d life-destro y in g, 
o f which the o cean s are the mo st in ­ 
terdep en den t, the mo st v u ln erable, 
the mo st life-determin in g p art. 


In theo ry , o n e can sp ell o u t the 
p rin cip les o f en v iro n men tal ju ris­ 
dictio n an d actio n which sho u ld be 
achiev ed at Caracas, Ven ezu ela. 
The fu n damen tal req u iremen t is a 
sy stem o f o v erall en v iro n men tal 
m an agem en t in v o lv in g go v ern ­ 
men ts, in tern atio n al agen cies an d 
p riv ate in terests. 


A chief to o l o f man agemen t 
wo u ld be a greatly stren gthen ed sy s­ 
tem o f mo n ito rin g an d assessmen t— 
a sy stem similar to the Earthwatch 
p ro gram, n o w embark ed o n by the 
Un ited Natio n s En v iro n men tal Pro ­ 
gram. 


This flo w o f in fo rmatio n sho u ld 
u n derp in a set o f in tern atio n al an d 
regio n al stan dards fo r en v iro n men ­ 
tal p ro tectio n which wo u ld reflect 
gen u in e n eeds an d imp erativ es in 
the bio sp here. On ce these regu la­ 
tio n s were p ro mu lgated—whether fo r 
p ermissible limits o n a p articu lar 
fish catch, stan dards fo r p ro tectio n 
at n u clear p o wer statio n s, co n tro l o n 
o cean du mp in g, o r measu res to p re­ 
v en t disru p tio n o f areas o f critical 
n atu ral sign ifican ce—the sy stem 
wo u ld req u ire p o wers to see that the 
regu latio n s were en fo rced an d p o o r­ 
er states giv en su bsidies an d techn i­ 
cal aid to co v er the co sts o f co n tro l­ 
lin g p o llu tio n . 


On e has o n ly to establish these 
min imu m criteria to see ho w far the 
go v ern men ts at Caracas are fro m 
an y v iable sy stem to co n tain an d 
gu ide the n ew o cean -based techn o ­ 
lo gical rev o lu tio n . 


Po litically , they are div ided be­ 
tween two v ersio n s o f so v ereign ty — 
the o ld “freedo m o f the seas” which 
allo wed so v ereign go v ern men ts to 
do what they p leased o u tside o ther 
p eo p le’s thee-mile limits, an d the 
n ew v arieties o f ex ten ded territo rial 
waters. 


Bey o n d the n ew limits, the re­ 
main in g seabed may co me u n der 
so me k in d o f in tern atio n al regime, 
bu t it lo o k s at p resen t as tho u gh its 
p o wers might be restricted to licen s­ 
in g the techn o lo gically co mp eten t— 
the rich states an d co rp o ratio n s—to 
dev elo p their in terests o n a first- 
co me, first-serv ed basis. This min i­ 
mal arran gem en t wo u ld o ffer n o 
safegu ard again st disru p tiv e ex p lo i­ 
tatio n .

clean electio n s bill ju st v o ted by the 
Ho u se o f Rep resen tativ es is a sham. 
If en acted, it wo u ld be a trap fo r 
ho n est can didates an d a p ro tectiv e 
screen fo r cro o k ed p o litician s. It 
co u ld n o t be en fo rced. 
The co mmittee rep o rt itself ad­ 
mits the bill is so co mp lex it “may 
mak e co mp lian ce 
mo st difficu lt 
ev en with the mo st co n scien tio u s ef­ 
fo rt . . . ” 
TTiis imp o ssibility o f k n o win g 
what was legal an d what n o t co u ld 
disco u rage ho n est citizen s fro m en ­ 
terin g p o litics—dep riv in g u s o f that 
n ew blo o d ho p ed fo r after W ater­ 
gate. A man who has made go o d in 
p riv ate life wo u ld n o t wan t to su bmit 
his rep u tatio n to the dan gers this bill 
wo u ld create. Ho wev er ho n est, he 
wo u ld in ev itably ru n risk o f co rru p ­ 
tio n charges, p erhap s bein g hau led 
befo re a bo ard o r co u rt o n techn ical­ 
ities. Tho u gh he might beat su ch 
tru mp ed u p cases, his rep u tatio n 
wo u ld be left in shreds. 
Yet all o f u s k n o w p o litical co r­ 
ru p tio n can be redu ced o n ly if we are 
able to get p u blic sp irited citizen s 
who hav e p ro v en themselv es ho n est 
in p riv ate life to ru n fo r o ffice. 
The bill, if en acted, wo u ld p ara­ 


do x ically mak e mo re difficu lt the 
co n v ictio n o f can didates who in ten ­ 
tio n ally bu t dev io u sly break the law. 
It wo u ld create a ran ge o f ex cep tio n s 
to what mu st be rep o rted an d ex cep ­ 
tio n s to illegalities. The lin es be­ 
tween what mu st be rep o rted an d 
what co u ld be k ep t hidden , an d be­ 
tween what wo u ld be legal an d what 
n o t, are so fu zzy that an y accu sed 
can didate with a battery o f sk illed 
lawy ers wo u ld be able to escap e co n ­ 
v ictio n . Swin dlers lo v e co mp lex , 
dev io u s laws filled with co n tradic­ 
to ry p ro v isio n s an d mark ed by lo o se 
lan gu age which can be u sed to 
“p ro v e” in n o cen ce. 
Tho u gh this bill allegedly p ro hib­ 
its lau n derin g camp aign fu n ds, do n ­ 
o rs an d o rgan izatio n s n eed o n ly u se 
a min imu m o f legal in gen u ity to co n ­ 
tin u e dirty bu sin ess as u su al. 
Tho u gh the bill sp ecifically ban s 
do n atio n s by fo reign n atio n als in o n e 
sectio n , o ther p aragrap hs o p en the 
do o r fo r su ch gifts. 
In writin g, in div idu als are p ro ­ 
hibited fro m do n atin g mo re than 
$1,000 to an y o n e can didate. Bu t an 
ex cep tio n here an d a sp ecial p ro v i­ 
sio n there wo u ld mak e it p o ssible fo r 
a carefu l do n o r to giv e man y times 
this amo u n t to o n e man witho u t 
break in g the law. In additio n , he 


co u ld giv e mu lti-tho u san ds to a p o ­ 
litical asso ciatio n which co u ld then 
giv e to his can didate. The bill say s 
the do n o r wo u ld n o t be able to desig­ 
n ate which man his gift wo u ld go to . 
Bu t he co u ld, witho u t difficu lty , 
cho o se an asso ciatio n which he k n ew 
wo u ld giv e to the can didate o f his 
cho ice witho u t the n ecessity o f actu ­ 
ally earm ark in g the do llars. 


The bill wo u ld p ro hibit p o litical 
asso ciatio n s fro m giv in g mo re than 
$5 ,000 to a can didate (his p rin cip al 
co mmittee bein g ex cep ted). Ev ad­ 
in g this p ro v isio n wo u ld be ridicu ­ 
lo u sly simp le. The asso ciatio n wo u ld 
merely n eed to set u p 5 , 10, 15 o r 2 0 
su bgro u p s each decidin g “in dep en d­ 
en tly ” to giv e u p to $5 ,000 each. Or it 
co u ld p u blicize him directly to its 
membership witho u t limit. Gro u p s 
with millio n s o f members in the ag­ 
gregate co u ld thu s sp en d witho u t 
limit. 
Sin ce man y p o litical asso ciatio n s 
are already fragmen ted by theft- 
v ery n atu re, it wo u ld be difficu lt in ­ 
deed fo r a co u rt to declare illegal the 
deliberate fragmen tatio n o f riv al 
gro u p s aimed at meetin g this co m­ 
p etitio n witho u t ru n n in g in to sev ere 
co n stitu tio n al q u estio n s in v o lv in g 
eq u al rights an d free sp eech.

D EA R P O L L Y - Have you 
ever started to paint and found 
the brushes you put to soak had 
curled and bent on the lower 
edges and the brush tips simply 
would not straighten? I have a 
neat solution for this. An old 


wire coat hanger and an empty 
clean gallon paint can are need­ 
ed. D rill two holes, one at each 
side of the top of the can. Cut 
the horizontal 
bottom 
piece 
from the hanger and throw the 
rest away. Bring the hanger 
wire through one hole in the can 
then slip on the brushes that 
usually have pre-drilled holes 
in the handles and then run the 
wire through the other hole. 
Trim off excess wire at each 
end leaving about one or two 
inches to turn up over the edg­ 
es. Fill can with enough turpen­ 
tine to cover brushes and that is 
it. Your brushes will be hang­ 
ing free, do not touch the bot­ 
tom of the can and will keep 
their shape —JU L IE .

Donald F . Burke, Democratic candidate 
for state representativ e from the 37 th Dis­ 
trict. Thursday night told a group of support­ 
ers he would like to see the burden of support­ 
ing local schools in the state shifted to the in­ 
come tax with a “ corresponding reduction of 
50 to 7 0 per cent in property tax es.” 
Burke said his sev en y ears as a member of 
the Lee County Board of Appeals has made 
him keenly aware of property tax es. 
“ The property tax is a logical method of fi­ 
nancing local gov ernm ent,” Burke contends, 
“ but tapping this source of rev enue to support 
schools is not so justifiable.” asserted the 
candidate. 
He ex plains the v alue of real estate is in­ 
creased if it has water, sewer, street, curbs, 
police and fire protection and the benefit of 
other municipal serv ices, and this rise in 
v alue of the property because of gov ernment 
serv ice giv en, is rightfully paid from tax es on 
real estate. 
“ This relationship does not ex ist between 
the school sy stem and real estate,” Burke ob­ 
serv ed. “ We should alway s rem em ber local 
school sy stem s take from 50 to 7 0 per cent of 
property tax es, but these institutions hav e no 
effect on the v alue of our property and there is 
no logical reason why real estate tax es should 
be used to support local schools,” ex claim ed 
Burke. 
“ Ov er the y ears in Lee County the number 
of school districts has shrunk from 139 to 8 
and teachers’ salaries hav e risen from $50 per 
month to $9 ,000 a y ear. 
“ But one thing has remained the sam e, the 
property tax sy stem that used to be a simple 
and v alid method of tax ing has becom e an in­ 
equitable, inflex ible, com plicated gam e of 
guessing property v alues,” stressed the can­ 
didate. 
“ I would like to see the support of the edu­ 
cational sy stem in the state shifted to the in­ 
com e tax with a corresponding reduction of 50 
to 7 0 per cent in property tax es. 
“ It is tim e for educators, farm organiza­ 
tions, tax pay er federations, homeowners, 
chambers of com m erce, labor unions and 


senior citizens to take a good look at the prop­ 
erty tax structure to determine what we need 
to do and build a broad consensus to bring leg­ 
islation about. 


The candidate reminded his audience, 
“ My interest in gov ernment and politics runs 
back 14 y ears and my roots and identification 
are deep in the way of life in sm all towns.” 
He recited his ex perience as member of 
the County Board for sev en y ears, being a 
member of “ ev ery important com m ittee in 
county gov ernm ent,” and has serv ed as 
board parliamentarian. 


Burke cited his membership on the Lee 
County Housing Authority which gav e him in­ 
sight into “ the problem of the poor, the work­ 
ing poor and the elderly in finding decent 
housing.” 
“ I think more than any thing else I can take 
to Springfield is my ex perience in the nitty 
gritty problems of local gov ernm ent,” the 
candidate declared. 
He complained the trend for initiating new 
programs and increased spending has shifted 
from the ex ecutiv e to the legislativ e branches 
of gov ernm ent. 
He pointed out, “ This past session, the leg­ 
islature ov er-appropriated $351 million. This 
cannot be justified in any way as responsible 
action; we deserv e better. 
“ Such action points to the lack of responsi­ 
ble leadership in both parties and a need to 
rev iew the entire appropriation process.” 
Burke continued, “ We, who pay for this 
gov ernm ent, hav e been hit hard by inflation; 
w e’v e tightened our belts and started say ing 
‘no’ to more purchases at home. It is now time 
for the state to tighten its belt and start say ing 
‘no’ to more state spending.” 
In closing Burke pleaded, “ I ask for y our 
help, I ask y ou to talk to y our friends and 
neighbors. I also ask for the support of ev ery 
Dem ocrat, independent and Republican in 
Lee County .” 
Other candidates appearing before the 
com m ittee were Sharon Thompson, who is 
running for county treasurer, and Ray Scott, 
DeKalb, seeking the 37 th District senate seat.

LAMB - I am so 
angered by y o u r rep ly to the 
p arent of the 16-y ear old girl 
who d ied of su bao rtic steno sis 
that fo r the first time in my life 
I am mo tiv ated to write to a 
newsp ap er. Fo r 17 y ears I’d 
been to ld by sev eral of New 
Yo rk City ’s best card io lo gists 
that, tho u gh su rgery was 
known fo r this co nd itio n, the 
mo rtality rate was too high to 
su bject my son to it. He was an 
activ e, alert, bright ind iv id u al 
who co u ld lead a no rmal life, 
with p erio d ic checku p s by a 
d o cto r. 
At 17 he su ffered an ao rtic 
aneu ry sm and after an ex ­ 
cru ciating week he d ied in 19 67. 
Obv iou sly when sev en y ears 
later a 16-y ear old girl su c­ 
cu mbs to the same co nd itio n 
the med ical pro fessio n knows 


How can y o u a sse rt that 
su bao rtic steno sis can go u n­ 
no ticed by the v ictim? 
DEAR READER - You need 
to ap p reciate that su bao rtic 
steno sis 
(o bstru ctio n to the 
o u tlet of the heart) is an u n­ 
p red ictable 
d isease. 
Yo u r 
d o cto rs gav e y ou the best ad ­ 
v ice av ailable at that time. I 
checked my own ex p erience 
with the lead ing tex t on heart 
d iseases and no te that in 19 68 
the d eath rate fo r ao rtic 
steno sis at su rgery o r in the 
nex t fo u r y ears fo llo wing 
su rgery was abo u t 2 0 p er cent. 
With these o d d s mo st heart 
sp ecialists then agreed it was 
not wise to su bject a p erso n to 
su rgery u nless he alread y had 
sy mp to ms. You say y o u r son 
su ffered no ill effects and was 
activ e, so it is q u ite u nd ers­ 


not reco mmend su rgery at that 
time. Open heart su rgery was 
ju st beginning aro u nd 195 5 . The 
risk 17 y ears ago was v ery 
great ind eed . 
The p ro blem is q u ite d ifferent 
if the p atient has sy mp to ms. As 
soon as there is so me ev id ence 
that the o bstru ctio n in the heart 
is great enou gh to cau se the p a­ 
tient to hav e sy mp to ms then the 
risk of su d d en d eath is high 
eno u gh 
that 
m o st 
heart 
sp ecialists think su rgery sho u ld 
be d o ne right away , u nless 
there are o ther p ro blems. The 
d o cto r has to balance the risk of 
o p eratio n against the risk of not 
hav ing the o p eratio n. In u n­ 
p red ictable d iso rd ers o f this 
ty p e and so metimes becau se of 
su d d en changes in the p atient’s 
co nd itio n, it is not p o ssible to 
alway s make the right cho ice. 


regard less of training o r ex ­ 
p erience. Hind sight is so mu ch 
better than fo resight. 
I think y ou are being u n­ 
necessarily ho stile abo u t so me 
matters in which y ou are no t 
ad eq u ately info rm ed . There 
has been so me imp ro v ement in 
su rgery in the p ast sev en y ears 
and better info rmatio n abo u t 
when to o p erate. Bu t still there 
is no foolproof way to be ab­ 
so lu tely su re. 
Now, abo u t my stating that a 
p atient may not no tice the 
co nd itio n. I hav e seen men in 
the serv ice in inifo rm, so me of 
them d o cto rs, who had this 
p ro blem and had been u naware 
of it u ntil an abno rmal so u nd in 
the heart led to its d isco v ery . It 
is simp ly a statement of well 
established fact that if the 
o bstru ctio n is mild that it may 
cau se no sy mp to ms at all.

Democrats figure to make such

“ I would expect and advise 
our candidates to campaign on 
those issues which are most on 
the minds of the voters, and 
this could certainly include our 
very serious economic

Democratic 
National 
Chairman Robert Strauss said 
through a spokesman. “ We are 
prepared to cooperate in any 
steps President Ford may take 
to improve these conditions. 
“ But we have the right and 
the responsibility to criticize 
his actions or inaction when we 
think he is wrong,” Strauss 
said.

“ They have been very friendly 
so far and very cooperative. 
“ 1 think it is a fair statement 
that our problems domestically, 
our economic problems, are the 
joint responsibility of govern­ 
ment,” he said. “ As a matter 
of fact, I think the last poll in­ 
dicated that most Americans 
felt that our difficulties were 
caused by government action 
and that, of course, includes 
the President and the Demo­ 
cratic Congress.” 
The survey he cited was a 
Gallup Poll taken in late June 
and early July. The question 
was whether government, busi­ 
ness or labor was most respon­ 
sible for inflation. Forty-eight 
per cent of those surveyed said 
government. 
At the news conference, Ford 
also repeated that he probably 
will be a candidate in 1976 for 
the office he now holds by ap­ 
pointment and succession 
He also was asked whether 
he would run then with Nelson 
A, Rockefeller, now awaiting 
congressional approval as vice 


president. 
“ I think Gov. Rockefeller and 
myself are a good team, but of 
course, the final judgment in 
this matter will be that of the 
delegates to the national con­ 
vention,” he said 
Ford also said that as vice 
president. Rockefeller will have 
a major role in the new admin­ 
istration, in shaping domestic 
proposals and in foreign policy 
decision-making 
"Obviously, in addition, he 
can be helpful, I think, in the 
political arena under certain 
guidelines and some restric­ 
tions.” Ford said.
